Furthermore the lead line for "24" does not appear to be directed correctly as the part 
does not appear to be a flat annular portion as described. Corrected drawing sheets in

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the Invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1, 2, 4 and 5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
DeJong et al '937. 

Note the skirt at 38 of DeJong et al, spaced from the inner threaded wall 38 by a 
flat annular portion. Note the external threaded portion of the adapter at the other end 
60, which receives a nipple and ring (20). Portion 26 serves as an extension of the 
bottle neck, which may be grasped as claimed. 

5. Claims 1, 4 and 5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Kohus '863. 

The upper portion of Kohus at 130 defines an adapter for the lower bottle portion 
110. Note the chimney with a thread 152 and inner skirt 154 for sealing to the bottle 
neck. Note also the external thread at the other end for receiving the nipple 146 and 
ring 142. Note the grasping portion as shown in Figure 5. 
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6. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

7. Claim 2 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over the 
reference as applied to claim 1 above, and further in view of DeJong et al '937. 

To have provided a flat annular portion connecting the skirt to the chimney for 
sealing the bottle neck would have been obvious in view of DeJong et al. 

8. Claims 1 and 3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Ziegler '851 in view of DeJong et al '937 and Dekerle '341. 

To have provided the nipple and cap of Ziegler with and adapter of the type 
taught by DeJong et al for receiving various sized bottle would have been obvious, 
Note that the. Note that the threaded ring of Ziegler is about 1 .25 Inches. To have 
further formed the other end with a diameter n the range taught by Dekerle, depending 
on the size of the bottle to be used with would have been most obvious. 

9. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. The patents show other adapters.
